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Applicants' election (response filed 8/10/07) of Group I (claims 1-17) is acknowledged. 
Also acknowledged are applicants subgenus/species elections: 

a ) in the elected method, Gl (only) is administered, and not G2 or G3 or G4; 

b ) the "form" of the composition is an injectable carrier; 

c ) the "route" of administration, is by i.v. injection; 

d ) protection is sought for any type of stem cell;

A second election requirement is now imposed, as set forth below.

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Applicant is advised that a response to this requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant with 
this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a generic 
claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
